Beware: the snakes 
are starting to coil 


“April showers bring May flowers,” and 
other harbingers of spring, among them the 
Southern Pacific rattler. 

Residents In the Sierra Madre, Arcadia, 
Monrovia and Upper Hastings regions near the 
brush-covered areas should be on the alert, 
now that the first warm weather has arrived. 

A trip to Arcadia’s Wilderness Park can 
help In learning to distinguish between the 
harmless and beneficial Pacific Gopher snake 
and its venomous look-alike. Gopher snakes 
have been known to coil and shake their tails 
in a desperate effort to ward off danger by 
emulating the rattler’s tactics. 

Safety precautions tor both hikers and 
residents include “looking before leaping.” 
Never place hands or feet in areas where the 
eye cannot observe a possible snake. Rattlers 
do not always give warning before striking. 

If a warning is heard, stand still until the 
snake is observed. If within striking distance 
(about half its length), remain still until the 
snake calms down and moves off. 

If a rattler is found, a call to your local 
police statiod will brlpo expert help in removing 
the snake safely (386-1414 in Sierra Madre, 
446-2111 in Arcadia, 359-1152 In Monrovia and 
577-4241 In Pasadena). 

In case of snake bite, call for Emergency 
Medical Help (355-1401 in Sierra Madre, 446- 
6168 In Arcadia, 359-9311 in Monrovia and 
792-4161 in Pasadena). Keep the victim calm 
and immobile until help arrives. 

We are all fortunate that Arcadia Methodist 
Hospital now has a fully equipped Toxicologi¬ 
cal Center, headed by Dr. Jack Walnschall, 
renowned toxicologist, for treatment of veno¬ 
mous snake and Insect bites.
